Man detained at secure hospital after pair attacked

A man has been detained in a 
secure hospital after a man and a 
woman were stabbed repeatedly at 
an Epsom home in the early hours 
of Good Friday. 

Neighbours have spoken of their 
shock at the double stabbing at the 
house in Hook Road, Epsom, which 
is occupied by a popular Muslim 
family. 

Police and the Kent Susssex and 
Surrey air ambulance were called 


at 4.35am after reports of a serious 
assault. 

Paramedics took an 18-year-old 
woman and a 22-year-old man by 
road to St George’s Hospital, in 
Tooting, with serious, but not life- 
threatening injuries. 

Both had been stabbed and the air 
ambulance mission report revealed 
the woman had injuries to her 
upper arm and thorax, while the 
man suffered wounds to his head, 
lower leg and hand. 

A 19-year-old man was arrested at 
the scene on suspicion of attempted 
murder and was also taken to hos¬ 
pital with head injuries. 


He has since between detained 
under the Mental Health Act in a 
secure hospital on bail while the 
police investigation continues. 

The family living in the house 
where the attack took place attend 
a local mosque according to neigh¬ 
bours who described them as lovely 
people. 

A woman living across the road 
from them said: “They are a lovely 
family and keep themselves to 
themselves. 

“You don’t like this kind of thing 
happening do you?”

Mob calls out for crucifixion 



Walk of Witness: Through Epsom streets 


Hundreds of people took 
to Epsom’s streets on 
Good Friday as part of a 
rowdy re-enactment of 
Jesus’s trial, crucifixion 
and resurrection. 

To shouts of “crucify 
him, crucify him”, Jesus 
was roped to a cross and 
followed from Dulshot 
Green along the High 
Street to the place of exe¬ 
cution in the Market 
Square. 

The Rev Sue Curtis, 
chairwoman of Churches 
Together in Epsom, plan¬ 
ned, produced and direct¬ 
ed the event called the 
Walk of Witness. 

She said: “The specta¬ 
tors became the crowd, 
not a polite Epsom group, 
but a mob who wanted 
Jesus’ blood. 

“They called for cruci¬ 
fixion as a response to 
statements of Jesus that 


showed a bias to the poor 
and called for sacrifice.” 

Sandra O’Shea, who 
was with her son Dante, 
seven, said: “It was lovely. 
We participated. It was 
nice to be included.” 

The performance in¬ 
cluded music from Song 
Squad, a youth choir from 


Christ Church in Epsom 
Common. 

Sound and staging 
equipment were supplied 
by Rosebery School, cos¬ 
tumes by Carshalton Pan- 
tomine Company and 
Lantern Arts - and hot 
cross buns by Epsom 
Methodist Church.

Residents dead set 
against cemetery

Hundreds of people attended a 
meeting last week, and more 
than 400 have submitted written 
objections, in a bid to block a 
multi-faith cemetery and chapel 
being built on greenbelt fields. 

Opposition to plans for the 
cemetery on 25 acres of pasture- 
land next to Croydon Lane, 
Banstead, has snowballed since 
the proposal was publicised last 
week. 

The issue is so controversial 
that 100 people had to stand at 
the meeting last Tuesday, as the 
100 seats at United Reformed 
Church in Woodmansterne 
Lane, Banstead, were already 
taken. 

Danny Diodato, who organised 
the meeting, said: “We have got 
half of Banstead here now. We 
decided to invite everybody be¬ 
cause it is pretty scary what is 
being proposed. 

“It is very important to get as 
many objections as possible on¬ 
line. It really does count. 

“The main point is the harm it 
is going to cause to the greenbelt 
because that’s what stops us 
from being a suburb of Purley or 
Sutton.” 

He said he personally believed 
that the developer was applying 
for a cemetery, but trying to

get a crematorium in through 
the backdoor”. 

Cemeteries that retain the 
openness of the land are gener¬ 
ally not covered by the strict 
regulations governing the 
greenbelt. 

Reigate and Banstead mayor 
Councillor Dr Lynne Hack said 
there was no overriding need for 
a cemetery in the area at the mo¬ 
ment and it was not the appro¬ 
priate location. 

Coun Hack said: “It is one of 
the narrowest bits of greenbelt 
in the country so it’s really a 
very, very precious small bit of 
greenbelt.” 

Mike Sawyer, of Banstead Vil¬ 
lage Residents’ Association, said: 
“There are real problems with 
issues of openness, change of 
character, volume of traffic and 
appearance of the thing. 


“It is going to look more like a 
public car park than an open 
green field.” 

Jenny Farley, of Chalmers 
Road, said Croydon Lane, which 
is adjacent to the site, is already 
too busy. 

She said: “We have got a game 
plan now. What we must not do 
is sink into apathy.” 

The developer's design state¬ 
ment said: “The development of 
the site is deemed to very much 
enhance, rather than detract 
from, the local ecology and pro¬ 
vide new habitats.” 

A council spokeswoman said 
the deadline for comments is 
Tuesday, May 6, but views sub¬ 
mitted after that date would also 
be taken into consideration.

FARMER: 'I HAVE NOTHING TO DO WITH THIS' 


A farmer whose pigs, miniature 
ponies and sheep could be kicked off 
land to make way for a cemetery, 
is keen to dissociate himself 
from the plan. 

Andrew Compton, the 
owner of Hengest Farm, 
whose flock of sheep, 24 
pigs, five miniature 
ponies and two horses 
currently graze on the 
fields, stressed that he had 
nothing do with the application 
and was not making any financial 
gain from it. 

He told the Epsom Guardian: 
“I have had people come into the 
farm castigating me, asking why am 


I doing this, why am I selling the 
land? I have nothing do with this. 

“I have no collusion with the own¬ 
ers of the site.” 

Mr Compton has been 
grazing animals on the 
greenbelt fields in return 
for a peppercorn rent for 
many years. 

He said his father moved 
to the farm in 1974 and 
they used to graze dairy 
cows on the fields while he has 
had agreements with the current 
owner for about two years and the 
previous owner for a decade. 

He said: “We have had a lot of farm 
animals on the land. 


“I’m an immediate neighbour. 

“I can understand everybody is in 
uproar over this application regard¬ 
ing the greenbelt issue. But I think 
there needs to be some balance.” 

He believes turning the site into a 
“quiet, contemplative” cemetery is 
preferable to the land being sold off 
in plots for speculative development 
or becoming a noisy playing field or 
even housing. 

And he recognises the need for 
more cemetery space, adding: 
“When my parents died, I wanted 
them buried locally and it was a real 
struggle. 

“For me, it is the lesser of the two 
evils they could do.”

“The police were here for three 
days and nights asking questions 
but we have not really heard 
much about it.” 

Another neighbour, who lives 
opposite the house, and moved in 
two weeks ago, said he had heard 
“Chinese whispers” about there 
being a party at the house that 
night and that the attack may 


have been as a result of an argu¬ 
ment between two men over a 
woman. 

But he said: “We don’t know 
them at all. 

“It could have just been the 
three of them in the house 
though - there were no revellers 
out on the streets or any loud 
noise from a party. 

“The other residents who live 
here said nothing like this has 


happened before.” 

A police spokesman said: “The 
investigation is at an early stage 
and detectives are currently 
carrying out a number of 
enquiries to establish the full cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding this 
incident. 

“At this stage this is thought to 
be an isolated incident and there 
is nothing to suggest any wider 
threat to the local community.”

Epsom, Banstead and 
Ashtead can all now lay 
claim their own super¬ 
hero as Andrew 
Garfield, in the shape 
of Spider-Man, wows 
cinema audiences 
across the country. 

Garfield may play 
US orphan Peter 
Parker in The Amaz¬

Gill In toilet 
seat ordeal 

A woman whose toddler got 
trapped in a toilet training 
seat and had to be freed by 
firemen wants to warn 
other mums of the risk. 

Sarah Pitt, of Longfield 
Crescent, in Tadworth, 
laughed when her two-and- 
a-half-year-old Emily wan¬ 
dered into the family’s 
living room on Saturday af¬ 
ternoon with the seat, 
which her little brother 
used, round her neck. 

But chuckles soon turned 
to fear when she and her 
husband Adam found they 
could not remove the frame. 

They called Epsom fire 
station which dispatched a 
fire engine to the house so 
firefighters could cut her 
daughter free. 

Mrs Pitt said she believes 
there should be a safety 
warning with the seats so 
parents can be aware of the 
risk of this happening. 


Inquest into care death 


The inquest of 87-year- 
old Irene Cockerton, 
pictured below, who 
died after a care home 
fire, will finally take 
place next month - 
more than two-and-a- 
half years after her 
death. 

Mrs Cockerton, a for¬ 
mer lunch- time super¬ 
visor at what is now 
Epsom and Ewell High 
School, died inside her 
flat in Gibson Court in 
Hinchley Wood on 
September 30,2011. 

Her inquest is expect¬ 
ed to last a week 
at Woking Coroner’s 
Court starting on 
May 6. 

Mrs Cockerton’s 
daughter Ann Fox said: 
“We are grateful that it 
is arriving because it 
has been a long time 
and we can get closure. 

“On the night every¬ 
one did everything 


they could and the 
people involved were 
brilliant. 

“The fire brigade was 
fantastic. 

“I cannot fault any¬ 
body along the line.” 

Mrs Cockerton’s ash¬ 
es were placed with the 
ashes of her husband, 
which she had kept in 
the flat in Gibson 
Court, on their wedding 
anniversary on April 
22, six months after she 
died. 

Mrs Fox said: “I just 
want to put mum to 
rest.” 


Police praise Samaritan outside club 


Police have praised a good 
Samaritan who was 
punched in the nose while 
trying to break-up a fight 
outside a nightclub. 

The 19-year-old man’s 
face was left cut and 
bloodied after the brawl 
outside Boogie Lounge in 
Waterloo Road, Epsom, 


at 2.05am on Saturday, 
April 12. 

Police are now hunting 
his attacker - a 6ft white 
man, in his early 20s, of 
average build, who wore a 
navy T-shirt and blue 
jeans on the night. 

PC Dave Johns said: 
“The victim was punched 


as he attempted to inter¬ 
vene in a fight that had 
broken out outside of the 
club and for this he must 
be commended.” 

In August councillors 
refused Boogie Lounge’s 
application to stay open 
until 3.30am on weekdays, 
to the relief of residents.

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Ewell Court revamp appeals

Two appeals have been 
launched by residents to 
restore fire-ravaged Ewell 
Court House to its former 
glory once refurbishment 
work starts on the listed 
building. 

Ewell Court Residents’ As¬ 
sociation has set up the Ewell 
Court House Community 
Fund, while Ewell Court 
House Organisation (Echo) 
has created a separate fund. 

The residents’ association 
fund will be used to enhance 
facilities at the community 


hub - badly damaged by fire 
in December - while the 
money generated by Echo 
will pay for an audio-visual 
sound system for the house. 

Preliminary work is contin¬ 
uing at the site to dry and 
strip down the damaged inte¬ 
rior before full-scale refur¬ 
bishment can start. 

Les Duplock, chairman of 
the Ewell Court Residents’ 
Association, said the idea for 
the fund was first discussed 
in January and a bank ac¬ 
count for donations will be 
opened in the next fortnight. 

However, £100 has already 
been donated before the ac¬ 
count opens. 

Mr Duplock said: “The 


building’s refurbishment will 
be covered by the insurance, 
but like all things where a 
major re-start is required, 
there will be things that we 
could put in to make it better. 

“The fund aims to enhance 
what was in the house 
previously.” 

It is estimated it will take 
two years to restore the 
house, but alternative ar¬ 
rangements for activities are 
still working well.

Celebrations after office 
conversion plan refused 


Residents are cracking open 
the champagne after a coun¬ 
cil refused to approve the 
conversion of an office into 
affordable housing without 
planning permission. 

Epsom Council has refused 
“prior approval” for the con¬ 
version in Chessington Road, 
West Ewell, due to traffic 
safety issues. 

Planning permission was 
not required for the change of 
use, unless the council identi¬ 
fied transport and highways, 
contamination or flood risks. 

Paragon Community Hous¬ 
ing Group wants to turn 
Bytes Technology Group’s 
former headquarters into 10 
flats and a three-bedroom 
house that may be social 
housing. 

However, the council deci¬ 
sion, dated April 15, said: 
“The proposed change of 
use of the offices to residen¬ 
tial flats would introduce un¬ 
acceptable highway safety 


concerns for the residents of 
the flats. 

“The building fronts a busy 
B class road, but has no 
footway or margin to allow 
residents to cross the road 
safely.” 

In an email to Brian Angus, 
chairman of Ewell Village 
Residents’ Association, a 
planning officer said: “The 
application has been refused 
and therefore full planning 
permission is required.” 

Mr Angus, who opposed the 
plans, said: “We are cracking 
open the champagne. 

“I will be inviting all the 
neighbours round. 

“There will now have to be 
proper discussion with the 
community and neighbours 
about changes to make the 
best use of the building.” 

Residents had feared the 
planned conversion would re¬ 
sult in “tiny unhealthy 
rooms” and put pedestrians 
in danger.

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Teenage athlete spared 
for oral rape of girl

A promising teenage athlete 
has been spared jail after ad¬ 
mitting orally raping and sex¬ 
ually assaulting a young girl. 

Adam Hulin, 19, of Hook- 
wood Cottages, in Hurst Lane, 
Headley, was handed a com¬ 
munity order at Guildford 
Crown Court this week, after 
pleading guilty to oral rape 
and assault by penetration of 
a girl under the age of 13 in 
Bookham in December 2012. 

Hulin had denied one count 
of rape of a girl under the age 
of 13, for which a trial was 


held at the end of last month. 

During this trial, the jury 
was discharged and the judge 
heard the evidence alone in 
what is known as a Newton 
hearing. 

It was decided that this 
charge would not be prose¬ 
cuted, but that it should “re¬ 
main on file”. 

At this week’s hearing, 
Recorder George Lawson- 
Rogers QC did not send the A- 
level student to prison, 
although a custodial term is 
within the sentencing guide¬ 
lines for these offences. 

Instead, Hulin, a talented 
middle-distance runner with 
Aldershot, Farnham and Dis¬ 
trict Athletic Club, was given 


a community order for 12 
months, with the require¬ 
ment that he undertake 100 
hours of unpaid work and at¬ 
tend six sessions focusing on 
“community integration”. He 
was also ordered to pay a vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Mr Lawson-Rogers said: 
“The defendant is 19 and 
there is much to be said in his 
favour. I have heard about his 
background. 

“He has clear prospects for 
the future and is pursuing 
these at this time. 

“I consider this the appro¬ 
priate disposal. 

“I certainly wouldn’t want 
to do anything which would 
prejudice his future career.” 



A fundraising father is back home safely 
after leaving Everest base camp just 
hours before an avalanche killed 16 Sher- 
pa guides. 

Stoneleigh’s Clive Hagley and his son, 
Max Hagley, from Ashtead, set off for 
base camp at the end of last week, from 
Namche Bazaar, in Nepal, on the second 
phase of their trek, to raise money for a 
family friend suffering from a genetic 
condition affecting the immune system. 

They were waiting for the heavy snow¬ 
fall to ease, but managed to reach base 
camp, which stands at more than 5,000m. 

Trekking back on Good Friday, they 
heard the news about the avalanche just 
four hours further up the mountain. 

The Hagleys were part of an expedition 
organised by Unfinished Business Soci¬ 
ety, an organisation set up by en¬ 
trepreneur and experienced adventurer 
Roger Davies and Guinness world record 
holder Jan Meek, who lead all the expedi¬ 
tions. 

Ms Meek holds the records for being 
part of the first mother and son team to 
row any ocean and to walk or ski to any 
Pole, and for being the oldest woman to 
walk or ski to the Magnetic North Pole, 
aged 62. 

She said: “We watched from our win¬ 
dows in Lukla as the helicopters arrived 
bringing the bodies down from the 
mountain, all of them known to our own 
guides.

Minister praises PM 
for ‘Christian’ speech

An evangelical minister who was 
at No 10 when the Prime Minis¬ 
ter said Britain is a Christian 
country has praised his courage 
for making the controversial 
statement. 

Gerald Coates, team leader at 
Pioneer Engage Church in 
Leatherhead, was among 
Christian leaders invited to meet 
Mr Cameron to celebrate Easter 
last week. 

Mr Coates said that after some 
food, drink and discussions, the 
Prime Minister went to the 
microphone and said that he as a 
Christian, was helped greatly 
when his son died and he was 
supported by a Christian 
minister. 

Mr Coates said: “He also made 
it clear that we are a Christian 
country, for which he was glad. 

“He went on to express his 
thanks for the work churches are 
doing with food banks, youth 
work, debt counselling, and en¬ 
hancing the life of thousands of 
local communities up and down 
the land. 

“Secondly, he said he would be 
making his voice heard regard¬ 
ing the global persecution of 
Christians and said, ‘We are the 
most persecuted religion in the 
world’.” 

The pastor said he “absolutely 
agreed” with the Prime Minister

that Christians are persecuted 
the world over. 

He said: “We could be in a 
situation even in my lifetime 
when there are no Christians left 
in the Middle East as they have 
been hounded out.” 

He said Mr Cameron’s speech 
felt “very genuine” and praised 
him for making such a strong re¬ 
ligious statement, when other 
politicians have side-stepped the 
issue in the past. 

But he added: “We are not cyn¬ 
ics, but the election is coming. 

“He knows that he has upset a 
major part of the Christian 
community by pushing through 
same-sex marriage without any 
proper discussion on it. 

“I don’t agree with that. I 
wouldn’t marry two men.” 

Mr Coates said Mr Cameron 


said he wished church leaders 
were a lot more evangelistic, not 
just doing good work, but talking 
about it and explaining what the 
Gospel is, and how belief in 
Christ can change people. 

Mr Cameron’s views have 
sparked national controversy in 
the past few days as it is a major 
departure from Tony Blair’s 
position as Prime Minister when 
he made it clear he did not “do 
God” - although he became a 
Roman Catholic after he left 
office. 

Gerald Coates, is also a broad¬ 
caster and last year co-wrote a 
book aimed at helping Christians 
who are addicted to porn called 
Sexual Healing - Identity, Sexu¬ 
ality, Calling.

Despite cancelled travel doc¬ 
uments and a day-long delay 
in Calais, a lorry-load of 
Romanian dogs finally ar¬ 
rived in the UK on Good 
Friday - to the delight 
of their new owners. 

Jennifer Gilbert, 

36, of West Hill, 

Epsom, who 
helped organise 
the rescue mission 
along with Lisa 
Webster, 40, of 
Sherwood Park Road, 

Sutton, said: “We were 
jumping up and down, the 
transport guys said 
they had never seen 
anyone so happy to 
see their dogs ar¬ 
rive. 

“The cries they 
made when they 
heard our voices 
were emotional, they 
recognised Lisa and I. 

“They were so thirsty, it 
was a long few days.” 

Within an hour, the dogs’ 
adopters started arriving at 
the Kingswood kennels to 
pick up their new pets and by 
3pm on Saturday all 28 dogs 
had gone to new homes. 

A hugely relieved Miss 
Gilbert said it almost did not 
happen as just hours before 
departure they found out the 


dogs’ travel certificates were 
cancelled. 

She said: “We had to bribe 
the Romanian Government 
to let our dogs leave. 

“They cancelled their cer¬ 
tificates at the last minute. 

“It was a stressful day.” 


Miss Gilbert and Miss Web¬ 
ster rescued most of the dogs 
from appalling conditions at 
an abandoned shelter in 
Fundulea near Bucharest 
last month. 

A recently passed Romani¬ 
an law provides for the 


killing of captured strays if 
they are not adopted within 
two weeks from dog 
shelters. 

Two local 
women had res¬ 
cued 200 dogs 
rounded up by 
dog catchers 
from a “death 
camp”, but they 
ran out of 
money and ended 
up abandoning the 
shelter in Fundulea. 

Miss Gilbert and Miss Web¬ 
ster went out to save the dogs 
and also improve the condi¬ 
tions of the remaining dogs 
in Romania. 

Miss Gilbert said: “We 
have had some marvellous 
feedback. We telephoned ev¬ 
eryone on Saturday for an up¬ 
date and they could not 
believe how lovely and affec¬ 
tionate the dogs were. 

“We could not have done 
this without our amazing 
adopters and foster homes 
and supporters. 

“The publicity from the 
Epsom Guardian has been 
amazing. 

“We will continue to try and 
help the plight of animals in 
Romania and will be bringing 
more over in a few months, 
so please get in touch if 
you can help by donating 
funds, adopting, fostering or 
fundraising.”

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Epsom and St Helier hospitals are 
to invest at least £2m more a year 
in new staff in a bid to meet all the 
new clinical standards developed 
for London hospitals. 

Both hospitals failed to meet 
some of the London Quality Stan¬ 
dards, developed by NHS England 
London, in conjunction with clini¬ 
cians and patients. 

The standards were developed 
by NHS England London in 2012- 
13 to improve the quality and safe¬ 
ty of emergency care, following 
concerns about heightened mor¬ 
tality risks at weekends and high 
maternal death rates in London 
compared to the rest of the UK. 

Last month, NHS England Lon¬ 
don published self-assessments, 


conducted by all London hospi¬ 
tals, showing whether they are 
meeting the list of 200 standards 
across adult medicine, accident 
and emergency, critical care, pae¬ 
diatric emergency services and 
maternity services. 

Neither Epsom or St Helier met 
the standard requiring consultant 
involvement for patients consid¬ 
ered high risk within an hour in 
acute medicine on any day of the 
week. 

Not all patients on acute medical 
and surgical units at St Helier 
were seen and reviewed by a con¬ 
sultant during twice daily ward 
rounds on any day of the week. 

Neither hospital has a consul¬ 
tant on its labour ward 24/7 on 
any day of the week. 

With regards to paediatric emer¬ 
gency and inpatients, St Helier 
met all bar one standard, while 
Epsom failed to hit a number - in¬ 
cluding not having a consultant 


paediatrician present and readily 
available during times of peak 
emergency attendance and activi¬ 
ty on any day of the week. 

Dr James Marsh, the trust’s 
joint medical director, said: “We 
are performing better than some 
of the other London hospitals in 
some areas, and less well in 
others. 

“However, we recognise we need 
to put some changes in place to 
meet all of the standards and are 
confident that, in time, we will be 
able to do so. 

“As some of these standards re¬ 
quire the recruitment of addition¬ 
al staff, we are planning to invest 
at least £2m a year in the recruit¬ 
ment and staffing of certain 
areas.” 

He said the trust has already 
made a number of improvements, 
including access to 24-hour 
endoscopy services for emergency 
patients.

An ex-mayor, union official and 
breast cancer survivor will cham¬ 
pion the cause of people who do 
not “fit the mould” as Labour’s 
candidate for the borough in next 
year’s general election. 

Epsom’s Court ward Councillor 
Sheila Carlson will be standing 
against the borough’s Conserva¬ 
tive MP Chris Grayling. 

The London-born mother-of- 
three, who moved to Hook Road, 
Epsom, in 1981, believes fairness 
should underpin society - and 
that the Conservative Party’s val¬ 
ues do not encompass this. 

She said: “I’ve always been a so¬ 
cialist. You should be able to earn 
enough to put a roof over your 
head. Not everyone should earn 
the same amount, but they should 
be paid enough.” 

The daughter of working class 
parents - a shop worker mother 
and a father who served in the 
RAF during World War II - Coun 
Carlson left Tiffin Girls’ School, in 
Kingston, aged 18 to become a 
teacher - but decided not to pur¬ 
sue it as a career. 

After various jobs, she joined 
the trade union GMB’s 


Chessington office in 2005 as a sec¬ 
retary, and was appointed a case 
officer seven years later. 

She became a member of the 
Labour Party in the early 1980s 
and was elected in 1997 in a byelec¬ 
tion for Court ward - a seat she 
lost to the Liberal Democrats in 
2005 but regained two years later. 

The 62-year-old served as Epsom 
and Ewell’s mayor from 2012 to 
2013. 

She said: “An awful lot of people 
in Epsom and Ewell need some¬ 
one who can stand up for them. 

“I’m not under any illusions 
that it has been regarded as a safe 


Tory seat. However, we have an 
MP here who seems to have gone 
underground. 

“He fought a good hospital cam¬ 
paign but the GPs made the deci¬ 
sion to come away from the Better 
Services, Better Value review. 

“What has Chris Grayling 
achieved for Epsom and Ewell? I 
can’t think of one thing.” 

Coun Carlson said battling 
breast cancer twice has made her 
more definite in her views and de¬ 
termined to achieve what she can.

As filming starts on a major 
new film about the Suf¬ 
fragettes, a location has 
still not been secured for 
a public memorial in 
Epsom to commemorate 
their struggle. 

Suffragette, starring 
Meryl Streep as Emme¬ 
line Pankhurst and Helena 
Bonham Carter and Carey 
Mulligan, is being filmed in the 
Houses of Parliament - the first 
time the political chamber has 
been used as a film set. 

But on Epsom Downs there is 
still no sign of the artwork to 
commemorate Suffragette mar¬ 
tyr Emily Davison, who died 
after being hit by the King’s 
horse at the 1913 Derby. 

Last year, Surrey artist Mary 
Branson controversially won 
a competition for a commemora¬ 
tive sculpture.

Despite the lack of progress, 
the woman leading the project is 
still confident it will go ahead. 

Sarah Dewing, manager of 
the Emily Davison Memorial 
Project, said the original location 
earmarked for it - the round¬ 
about at Buckles Gap, on Epsom 
Downs - was ruled out last sum¬ 
mer due to a major gas pipe that 
runs underneath it. 

Land adjacent to the round¬ 
about, owned by Epsom Downs 
racecourse, was identified as a 
new location, but while the 


racecourse has no problem with 
it being used for the project, 
Epsom Golf Club - to whom the 
land is leased - has yet to agree. 

Until this happens, fundraising 
for the £35,000 memorial and 
raising public awareness for the 
memorial is on hold. 

Ms Dewing said: “We are confi¬ 
dent it will happen. 

“We were hoping the memorial 
would be ready for this year’s 
Derby, but it takes time. 

“I was a little over-ambitious 
with that.”

VETERINA 

NURSE Kerkho 


Little Lola came to us as she was feeling 
under the weather, wasn't eating and had 
been vomiting. This was very unusual for 
her. At only 7 months old Lola was com¬ 
monly the life and soul of the party, play¬ 
ing and purring her way into everyone's 
hearts. 

Her owner brought her in to see the 
vets. Initial injections to try to settle her 
stomach halted the vomiting but did not 
encourage her to eat. Further investiga¬ 
tions were required. Blood tests were un¬ 
remarkable and it was only when an xray 
was taken that the problem became glar¬ 
ingly (and glintingly) obvious! 

There was a circular, white object in her 
abdomen! Bright white colour on an xray 
corresponds with a metal object, so the 
vets were very suspicious that this was 
the cause of Lola's illness. 

A second xray was taken to confirm the 
position of the object and the xray table 
was checked thoroughly for any acci¬ 
dental items that could have been 
overlying the xray film. 

Our eyes were not deceiving us. We 
were seeing buried treasure, hid¬ 
den away in Lola's tummy! 

A quick call to Lola's owner con¬ 
firmed our suspicions. She was 
rather a magpie when it came to 
shiny objects and was particularly drawn 
to foil and coins. Bets were placed as to 
what item would be revealed while Lola 
was prepped for surgery. The vets had to 
operate on Lola - the only way to remove 
the shiny object that was now stuck fast 
in her intestines. 

After some delicate searching, the 
blockage was found just after the exit 
from the stomach. 

An incision was made in order to safely 
extract the offending item. Lola's owner 
had placed the winning bet. 

A five pence coin was found! Perhaps 
Lola was saving up for some of her 
favourite treats. 

The rest of the intestines and stomach 
were explored in case any other sparkly 
items had taken Lola's eye.

May is National Veterinary Nurse 
Awareness month! Being a veterinary 
nurse requires dedication, passion, 
hard work and a sense of humour! 

The care nurses provide for four 
legged patients is essential. Howev¬ 
er, with most of a nurse's role being 
'behind the scenes', their jobs often 
go unnoticed. Here Frean and Smyth 
Vet's Head Nurse, Nicola Kerkhoff, 
gives a flavour of the many varied 
roles of a Veterinary Nurse. 

"A Veterinary Nurse's daily working 
day is as varied as the animals that 
they may look after each day. 

"In the UK, training to become a 
Registered Qualified Veterinary 
Nurse takes two to three years of 
intensive hard work. 

"Once registered Vet Nurses may 
work in different types of veterinary 
practice such as Large Animal 
Practice, Equine Practice, Emergency 
Centres, Referral Practice and Small 
Animal Practice. 

"I have been a Veterinary Nurse for 
18 years and work in Frean and 
Smyth Vets, a small animal practice 
which cares for dogs, cats and lots of 
small furries. 

Nurses often work on shifts to 
make sure there is nursing care for 
all patients from morning to night. 

Within these shifts nurses are 
allocated to different duties such as 
Kennel Nurse, Theatre Nurse or 
Consulting Nurse. However, 
essentially they work as one team to 
care for patients during their visit to 
or stay in hospital. 

The Kennel Nurse is dedicated to 
looking after all the patients who are 
staying in hospital. 

Their responsibilities include clean¬ 
ing the patients out, helping the vets 
to examine them, medicating and 
feeding them, and also grooming 
them and giving the TLC they need 
to get better. 


The Theatre Nurse will work 
alongside the vet doing surgery for 
the day. 

Once the patients are admitted by 
the vets for the day and will run any 
tests the patient needs or put the 
patient on fluids if needed. 

However, their main role is in 
accompanying the patients 
throughout their surgery - 
they will assist the Vet 
putting the patient under 
anaesthetic and from that 
moment will monitor the 
anaesthetic throughout 
the operation to ensure the 
patient stays safe. This is a higniy 
skilled part of a nurses'job. 

They will also then help the 
patient to wake up after their 
surgery before passing the patient 
to the Kennel nurse to settle back 
into their bed. 

The Consulting nurse sees clients 
in appointments throughout the day 
fora range of reasons. 

These include checking patients 
after their operations to make sure 
wounds are healing, changing 
dressings, removing stitches and 
giving medications that the Vets 
have requested. 

Nurses also run clinics for advice 
on new puppies and kittens or 
weight clinics to help pets lose a few 
pounds to improve their health. 
There are other responsibilities and 
roles a Veterinary Nurse performs - 
too many to detail here. 

Emergencies and sick patients 
often arrive unexpectedly turning a 
steady day into a busy day in the 
blink of an eye: staying prepared and 
organised to handle these situations 
is perhaps the biggest job for a Vet¬ 
erinary Nurse!

That’s according to research car¬ 
ried out by Care UK, which runs 28 
residential homes in the region. 

Another third would refuse to let 
their parents move in, mainly be¬ 
cause their home wasn’t big 
enough. 

The research found two thirds of 
adults in London and Greater Lon¬ 
don worry about the future care of 
their parents, yet most refuse to 
discuss the topic with them, and 
even less have made any plans, 
new research has revealed. 

The results reveal that either side 
may refuse to talk about it, or the 
subject has simply never come up. 
In contrast, less than seven per 
cent of people in London discuss 
the topic regularly and one in five 
broach the subject from time to 
time. 

With an ageing population and an 
expected increase in the need for 
elderly care services, Care UK say 
that this is a subject that needs to 
be discussed, sooner rather than 
later. 

Jeni Rushton, Care Manager at 
Care UK, said: “We understand 
that the future care of a parent is 
an emotional topic and can be a dif¬ 


ficult subject for many families to 
approach with their loved one. 

“Discussing care plans with your 
parents can be upsetting, especial¬ 
ly for the first time, but we encour¬ 
age families to research and 
talk about their options so they 
can make informed decisions 
together. 

“Support is available but it can 
often be hard to find. Talk to a fi¬ 
nancial advisor about your options 
and seek advice online. We work 
closely with families to understand 
their needs and advise on all the 
options of care available, from 
respite and at-home support 
through to nursing and residential 
care.” 

The research also discovered that 
sad, guilty, concerned and 
emotional are just some of the feel¬ 
ings that respondents said they 
would experience if they had to ar¬ 
range external care for their par¬ 
ents. 

Seven in 10 adults also said they 
would feel awful if their parents 
wanted to live with them but they 
couldn’t have them. 

In addition, the study found that 
while 37 per cent of those polled 
felt that a care home could provide 
better care for their parents, they 
felt guilty about arranging exter¬ 
nal care. 



What’s in the 
wardrobe? 


A dead pet left rotting behind a 
wardrobe and finding underwear in 
the fridge are just two of the more 
unusual scenarios landlords faced 
when their tenants moved out. 

These tales of woe were unearthed 
by AA Home Membership when it 
carried out a survey among 200 land¬ 
lords asking them about their rela¬ 
tionship with tenants. 

It found most landlord-tenant dis¬ 
putes centred around the state a 
property was left in when tenants 
failed to clean up when they moved 
out. 

It found more than half (54 per 
cent) of disputes were caused by 
property damage, four out of 10 (42 
per cent) were caused by tenants fail¬ 
ing to clean the property when they 
moved and almost one out of three 
(28 per cent) were caused by poor 
garden maintenance. 

Helen Brooker, Head of AA Home 
Membership said: “Landlords put a 
lot of trust in tenants. Even if they 
do background checks, there’s still 
an element of the unknown when 
they let someone they barely know 
live in their property. 

“When most landlords and tenants 
fall out it’s usually over quite ordi¬ 
nary, everyday issues. 

“But some of the things landlords 
told us they’d found in their tenant’s 
homes were quite remarkable. Rent¬ 
ing out properties, especially for the 
first time can be an eye-opening ex¬ 
perience. 

“It could be worthwhile for land¬ 
lords to check on the property 
from time to time to make sure 
everything’s okay, though it’s 
important that tenants don’t feel as 
though they’re having their privacy 
invaded.” 


Buyers keep their options open 


This year's spring property market 
has now tipped back in the favour 
of homebuyers, according to prop¬ 
erty search specialist The Buying 
Agents. 




In a trend known as Gazedging a 
number of buyers are hedging their 
position by agreeing the purchase 
of a property but then using the 
cooling off period between the sale 
and exchange of contracts to keep 
looking for a better option. 

Research from The Buying Agents 
has shown that nearly all buyers 
will still keep all their agent 
and portal alerts going

Henry Sherwood, managing direc¬ 
tor of The Buying Agents said: "If a 
buyer sees a property they prefer 
after agreeing a deal, they are usu¬ 
ally not afraid to jump ship. 

"Most buyers in this position see 
the wasted legal expenses as a small 
price to pay for not going through 
with a purchase they are not 100 per 
cent comfortable with that can end 
up costing hundreds of thousands of 
pounds."

Sellers admit 
to telling white 
lies to seal deal 

More than a quarter (28 per cent) 
of people selling a car admit to 
telling a 'white lie 1 to help the sale 
go ahead. 

The statistics are higher among 
young car sellers aged 18-25-years 
old, where 33 per cent admit to 
lying to make sure their cars is 
sold. 

A study commissioned by vehicle 
history service HPI found 11 per 
cent of sellers admitted to hiding 
problems with their car, while nine 
per cent are prepared to alter the 
mileage of their car to achieve a 
better price. 

Only 21 per cent of those polled 
said they would simply sell the car 
as it is without trying to cover up 
any defects. 

Shane Teskey of HPI said: “It 
would seem that sellers don't 
worry too much about the detail 
and are more interested in getting 
a good price quickly for the car 
they are trying to sell.” 


An exhilaratingly fresh approach to 
open-air motoring comes courtesy 
of Audi with the first ever 
convertible Audi ‘S’ model in the 
premium compact class. 

The all-new, 300 PS S3 Cabriolet 
starred at the recent Geneva Motor 
Show, and UK orders are already 
being taken. First customer 
deliveries are expected to begin 
from July. 

From a visual standpoint alone, 
the Audi S3 Cabriolet cuts an 
athletic figure. It is 4.43 metres long, 
has a wheelbase of 2.60 metres, 
and is 1.79 metres wide and 1.39 
metres tall. The proportions are 
extended and balanced elegantly; 
precise lines and muscularly arched 
surfaces define the flanks. 

The open-top, four-seater has a 
soft top with an electrohydraulic 
drive. Magnesium, aluminium and 
high-strength steel keep its weight 
low. A highly insulating foam layer in 
the roof reduces the noise level in 
the interior. 

The top is available in three 
colours. It opens or closes in 18 


seconds, even while driving at 
speeds up to 31 mph. An active 
rollover system protects passengers 
in the event of an accident.

The 
singleframe grille, surrounded by a 
chrome frame, features a platinum- 
grey insert and double cross-struts 
with an aluminium look. 

The air intakes are framed by 
powerful edges and filled with 
double ribs and honeycomb inserts. 
S3 badges adorn the front and rear. 
The 10 paint colours include the 


exclusive Panther Black, crystal 
effect. 

The Audi S3 Cabriolet is powered 
by a 2.0TFSI performance engine. 
With S tronic the open-top four¬ 
seater accelerates to 62mph in 5.4 
seconds. The top speed of 155 mph 
is limited electronically. 

Draped completely in black, the 
interior of the S3 Cabriolet has a 
clean, elegant appearance. There is 
room for two adults in the rear, and 
the front seats feature an easy-entry 
feature for convenient access to the 
rear seats.

Delivering 

The number of vans on Britain’s 
roads has been rising more than 
two and a half times quicker than 
cars. 

• Between 2002 and 2012, the 
number of vans increased by 29 
per cent to 3.3 million. 

• Over the same period the number 
of cars rose by 11 per cent to 
28.7 million. 

• Every tenth vehicle on the road is 
now a light commercial vehicle 
(LCV). 

Over the same decade the 
number of lorries (heavy goods 
vehicles or HGVs) on British roads 
fell by five per cent to 460,000.

• Van traffic in Britain is predicted 
to almost double by 2040; 

• 95 per cent of vans are diesel 
powered;

• three per cent of vans (112,000) 
are 20 or more years old. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC Foundation, 
said: “The stereotypical white van 
man comes in for a lot of bad press 
but the rapidly rising number of 
light commercial vehicles on our 
roads suggests a growing army of 
hardworking sole traders, delivery 
men and small businesses on 
whom the economy depends.”

Euro shot

Weightlifter Peter Cardona 
will be carrying a heavy 
burden into Europe beyond 
the cold steel of his profes¬ 
sion, writes Tim Ashton. 

Last month, the 50-year-old 
from Worcester Park won the 
men’s 50-55-year-old British 
Masters weightlifting title in 
the 69kg class. 

Now he is heading to Hun¬ 
gary in May for a shot at the 
European title, with an eye 
on the world crown later this 
year. 

Cardona, who only took up 
the sport in 2008, believes top 
spot in the Euros is within 
his grasp, but a niggling calf 
injury means he is still short 
of peak fitness. 

“It has taken me about 12 
weeks to recover from the 
injury and get back to build¬ 
ing up my weights,” he said. 

“At the British Masters, I 
totalled 157kg - 72kg in the 
snatch and 85kg in the clean 
and jerk. I would normally 
lift 100kg in the clean and 
jerk, and I need to be around 
there for the Euros. 

“My son has worked out a 
training schedule, which is 
working so well that I have 
already achieved the qualifi¬ 
cation weights for the worlds. 

“Before that is the Euros, 
and this is my first shot at it 
so it is exciting. 

“I know if I can add a few 
more kilos in training I could 
even get first.” 

Cardona’s son Louis added: 
“We’re organising training to 
peak for the Euros. Based on 
last year’s results, he’ll be 
able to win or at least place in 
the top three.”

Joblin said: “Everyone is 
getting excited about it and 
we really just want to get out 
there and start playing. 

“We want to test ourselves 
against the best, the likes of 
Wimbledon, Sunbury and 
Weybridge - teams who have 
been in the Premier League 
for years. 

“It’ll be interesting to see 
just how good we can become 
as aside.”
